All three levels of govern¬ 
ment will be supporting 
the bid, in principle, and 
Edmonton-Strathcona MP 
Rahim Jaffer says Ottawa 
would chip in to fund part 
of the Games. 

The final bid package is 
due in March 2009 and will 
be revealed in May. 

Other countries have ex¬ 
pressed interest in the 
2015 Games, including 
Spain, Korea, Brazil and 
Poland. The last time Gana- 
da hosted the event was in 
1983 in Edmonton.

Hayes-Richards, who lost 
his arm a decade ago to a de¬ 
generative condition caused 
by a gymnastics injuiy, says 
it’s amazing to be able to 
feel and move his arm again 
— not only in his mind. 

“I can pick up things with 
a closed hand, put blocks on 
top of each other, things 
like that,” Hayes-Richards 
said. “It seems pretty basic, 
but when you don’t have an 
arm, it means the world.”

Hackers hit province

Computer hackers have 
found cracks in provincial 
websites and targeted 
sensitive government in¬ 
formation, including 
heath records, financial 
statements and driver's li¬ 
cences, Alberta's auditor 
general said yesterday. 

“Footprints” had been 
left from outside sources, 
showing confidential infor¬ 
mation had been accessed, 
said Auditor General Fred 
Dunn. 

“We don’t know how 
they did it, or what they 
took from those sites,” said 


Dunn. 

“Because information se¬ 
curity in the government 
is not consistently en¬ 
forced, all information as¬ 
sets are exposed to unac¬ 
ceptable risk.” 

Dunn said no one over¬ 
sees the province’s security 
online, and recommended 
the province look into 
building a central security 
office to deter hackers. 

The auditor general’s of¬ 
fice says it also identified a 
“disappointingly” large 
number of vulnerabilities 
in 69 government websites 
it audited in May. 

Dunn said the province 
has also failed to protect 
its physical database.

Chiropractic care needs to be overhauled: Lawyer

A lawsuit against Alberta 
chiropractors raises 
alarms about chiroprac¬ 
tic care, says an Edmon¬ 
ton law firm pursuing a 
half-billion-dollar class 


action lawsuit. 

Mark EUett, a 25-year-old 
construction worker, claims 
he visited for a month and a 
half at an Edmonton chiro¬ 
practic treatment centre af¬ 
ter suffering from back 
pain. 

When the chiropractor 
applied extra pressure to El- 


lett’s neck in one visit, the 
worker claimed he felt 
stroke-like s 5 miptoms an 
hour later. 

“I became veiy disorien¬ 
tated, I was immediately in¬ 
toxicated, and I couldn’t 
stand and speak, my deliv- 
eiy was off, and my balance 
was just awful,” said EUett 


who is represented in the 
lawsuit. 

EUett says his family 
picked him up from the 
centre and took him to hos¬ 
pital where he was treated 
with anti-clotting medica¬ 
tion to prevent him from 
having a stroke. 

“The lawsuit challenges 


the wisdom of this practice 
that goes unregulated by the 
government,” said PhiUip 
Tinkler, a lawyer with Fraser 
Milner Casgrain LLP. 

“It’s a practice that hasn’t 
shown it’s utility in health 
care and it’s been shown to 
be palpably dangerous.” 

Tinkler wouldn’t say how 


many clients the firm is 
representing.

“Students are rarely on 
the voter list, so 
sometimes it takes a few 
minutes for them to pro¬ 
vide the right 
identification when they 
go to vote, and they will 
be less rushed at an 
advance poll which is less 
crowded,” said Gibbs.

NBA The NBA released the 
results of a review of the 
league’s embattled officiat¬ 
ing program yesterday in 
the wake of the Tim Don¬ 
aghy scandal. 

Donaghy, a former NBA 
referee, received a 15- 
month prison sentence for 
his role in betting on NBA 
games. 

Lawrence B. Pedowitz, a 
former chief of the Grimi- 
nal Division in the United 
States Attorney’s Office for 
the Southern District of 
New York, was appointed 
by the NBA to review the 
officiating program and 
make recommendations. 

Following a 14-month in¬ 
vestigation, Pedowitz rec¬ 
ommended significant 
changes, but found no evi¬ 
dence of illegal activity by 
any referees other than 
Donaghy. 

The 116-page report rec¬ 
ommended strengthening 
the NBA’s anti-gambling 
rules, improving the en¬ 
forcement of these rules 
and creating a “culture of 
compliance” among all

league and team employ¬ 
ees, including through the 
reorganization of the man¬ 
agement of the referee pro¬ 
gram and the creation of 
an anon 5 mious hotline for 
gambling information. 

The report also said the 
league should increase 
monitoring of games for 
suspicious activity, and 
should increase efforts to 
eliminate the perception of 
referee bias by making 
more information available 
about the referee program 
and increasing access to 
the referees by fans and 
media. 


“We are veiy apprecia¬ 
tive of the effort by Mr. Pe¬ 
dowitz and his staff consid¬ 
ering the extraordinary na¬ 
ture of the review,” NBA 
commissioner David Stem 
said. “Mr. Pedowitz, who 
together with his team con¬ 
ducted approximately 200 
interviews, was given the 
broadest possible mandate 
and was provided unfet¬ 
tered access to our employ¬ 
ees, records, data and video 
libraiy to ensure the inde¬ 
pendence and thorough¬ 
ness of his report. 

“We welcome the recom¬ 
mendations from Mr. Pe¬ 
dowitz in areas where we 
can improve — all of which 
will be adopted, and many 
of which have already been 
adopted, including the hir¬ 
ing of Army Major General 
(Ret.) Ronald L. Johnson as 
the senior vice president, 
referee operations. These 
measures are a beginning, 
not an end. We know that 
the NBA’s success hinges 
on the integrity of our 
sport.”

The bad news is that, 
should Nick & Norah’s In¬ 
finite Playlist take off with 
the college-and-under set, 
chances are they’ll proba¬ 
bly be downloading it ille¬ 
gally. 

Michael Cera is the Nick 
of the title, a woeful re¬ 
cent dumpee still hung up 


on his break-up with Tris 
(Alexis Dziena), a girl both 
clearly out of his league 
and eminently worth his 
friends’ scorn. 

The only straight mem¬ 
ber of a queercore band, 
he captures the attention 
of Norah (Kat Dennings), a 
schoolmate of Tris’, after a 
gig, when she chooses 
him randomly to pretend 
to be her bo5Tfiend to 
spite Tris. She’s forced to 


keep up the fiction when 
Tris suddenly comes over 
all possessive with her dis¬ 
carded beau, and the three 
of them head out, friends 
in tow, on a rambling 
night in Manhattan in 
search of a super-secret 
surprise gig by their fave 
band. 

Steeped with references 
to indie bands and cameos 
by Saturday Night Live 
cast members, the film 


gets the tone of urban cul¬ 
ture and fledgling hipsters 
mostly right, thanks to 
the performances director 
Peter Sollett gets from 
Cera and Dennings and 
the rest of the youthful 
cast. 

Everyone sounds com¬ 
fortable with the wry, sar¬ 
castic but wholly defen¬ 
sive rhetoric wielded by 
young people, though Ari 
Graynor’s performance as 
Caroline —Norah’s help¬ 
lessly drunk and guileless 
best friend — threatens to 
steal most of her scenes. 

Like any romance, the 
film is a plea for true love 
and the triumph of inno¬ 
cence over cynicism, even 
as the camera coyly wan¬ 
ders away from showing 
the young lovers consum¬ 
mating their love with a 
finger-bang on a couch in 
a famous New York 
recording studio. 

That the film can em¬ 
brace queercore and fin¬ 
ger-bangs and still look 
like one of the more virtu¬ 
ous depictions of teen life 
out there says a lot about 
kids today.

REVIEW How To Lose 
Friends & Alienate People 
comes to screens with an 
impeccable comedic pedi¬ 
gree. 

The script is based on a 
bile-filled expose of the 
media by self-proclaimed 
narcissistic twat Toby 
Young, the cast features 
such names as Simon Pegg 
and Jeff Bridges, and the 
project was directed by 
Curb Your Enthusiasm vet¬ 
eran Robert Weide. 

All the pieces are in 
place for a masterpiece of 
the comic faux pas ... but, 
sadly, the film fails to de¬ 
liver on its considerable 
potential. Though hardly a 
bad movie, the filmmakers 
rely too heavily on slap¬ 
stick comedy and senti¬ 
mentality for it to be any¬ 
thing more than glossy es¬ 
capism. The book had bite, 
but the movie is muzzled. 

Simon Pegg stars as Sid¬ 
ney Young (all the names 
in the film were changed 
to protect the innocent), a 


wannabe entertainment 
journalist from England 
who suddenly finds him¬ 
self working for a major 
magazine in New York. 

Once Young is estab¬ 
lished in his new setting 
we sit back and watch him 
gradually blow eveiy op¬ 
portunity he’s given 
through inappropriate be¬ 
haviour. 

The book accurately 
paints Young as an arro¬ 
gant blowhard who simply 
can’t follow social deco¬ 
rum. It’s a hilarious tale of 
humiliation that ends with 
Young getting what he de¬ 
serves. 

The movie tries to make 
Young more agreeable by 


making him learn how to 
behave and fall in love 
with Kirsten Dunst (who 
has nothing to do but be 
pretty and likable). The de¬ 
cision might make the sto¬ 
ry more palatable for gen¬ 
eral audiences, but it 
squanders the best quali¬ 
ties of the source material. 

It’s confusing that Weide 
allowed this to happen giv¬ 
en how unapologetic the 
humour is on Curb. Fortu¬ 
nately, the key set pieces 
from the book are retained 
and Pegg and Bridges are 
talented enough to make 
most scenes breeze by.

The rich are different from 
you and I — that's the 
overwhelming message 
you get from The Duchess, 
an anti-love story of sorts 
set among the powdered 
wigs and plunging 
necklines of the upper so¬ 
cial strata of England in 
the late 18 th century. 

When we meet Geor¬ 
giana (Keira Knightley), 
she’s a vivacious young 
woman whose life is being 
negotiated away by her 
mother (Charlotte Ram¬ 
pling) and her suitor — the 
duke of Devonshire, the 
richest peer in the land. 

Ralph Fiennes plays him 
as a man whose ability to 
really enjoy the privilege 
of wealth was bred out of 
him generations before. 

Before the lawyers even 
collect the necessary signa¬ 
tures for this dynastic 
arrangement, we know 


that her life to come will 
contain great luxuiy but 
little joy. 

Georgiana is a Spencer, a 
member of a courtier fami¬ 
ly that has provided wives 
and mistresses for the ti¬ 
tled and royal for cen¬ 
turies, and it has to be re¬ 
membered that Lady Diana 
was a Spencer; with this 
fact in mind, this 200-year- 
old stoiy suddenly takes on 
unexpected contemporaiy 
resonance. 

Even without this knowl¬ 


edge, anyone with a pass¬ 
ing acquaintance with 
glossy magazines or blar¬ 
ing TV coverage of the 
celebrity gossip industry 
won’t have a hard time rec¬ 
ognizing the pitiable des¬ 
peration that radiates from 
Knightley’s Georgiana. She 
becomes the most famous 
woman in Britain, an ar¬ 
biter of both fashion and 
politics in an age where 
the paparazzi did their 
work with pencils and pa¬ 
per. 


Valuable to her husband 
only as a provider of a 
male heir, he loses interest 
in her as she gives birth to 
daughters and strays with 
the usual series of maids 
before taking up with her 
best friend (Hayley Atwell), 
who seems to understand 
the uses of a rich man bet¬ 
ter than the duchess. 

Saul Dibb’s film initially 
seems like a curdled love 
stoiy, but becomes a tale of 
motherhood and duty by 
the end. 


Harris keeps the Western relevant

REVIEW Whenever it seems 
like the Western has lost 
all relevance in contempo¬ 
raiy culture, a director 
comes along to prove there 
is still life in the cinematic 
genre. 

This time, it’s Ed Harris 
who stepped behind the 
camera to put cowboys 
back on film. The actor 
hasn’t directed since Pol¬ 
lack in 2000, and while Ap¬ 
paloosa might highlight 
some of Harris’ limitations 
as a director, it is still quite 
an accomplished and sur¬ 
prisingly funny sopho¬ 
more effort. 

As with most Westerns, 
the setup is cookie cutter: 
Two guns-for-hire (Ed Har¬ 
ris and Viggo Mortensen) 
take over the sheriff’s role 
in a small town to drive 
out a local troublemaker 


(Jeremy Irons, struggling 
with an American accent). 
Of course, there is also an 
impossibly beautiful 
woman who unlocks the 
heart of the rugged gun¬ 
slinger (Renee Zellweger). 

What makes Appaloosa 
stand out from most West¬ 
ern revivals is Harris’ clear 
understanding of the 
genre and his desire to toy 
with the conventions. Har¬ 
ris’ sheriff might be hero¬ 


ic and deadly, but he is al¬ 
so a little thickheaded, fre¬ 
quently relying on his 
partner to finish his sen¬ 
tences. 

Harris uses many of 
these genre inversions as 
comic relief Though by no 
means a parody, the witty 
screenplay frequently 
mocks genre expectations 
and is consistently funny. 

The only real problem 
with the film is that Harris 


lacks the visual stoiy- 
telling skills necessaiy to 
create an epic Western. 
Filmmakers like John Ford 
and Sergio Leone made the 
Western a director’s genre 
and without lush and ex¬ 
citing visuals, the movie 
feels incomplete. 

Still, the acting and 
screenplay are solid 
enough to make Appaloosa 
a worthy addition to the 
Western oeuvre. 
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Maher goes for easy shots in Religulous

It’s hard not to find 
something to laugh at in 
the film Maher and direc¬ 
tor Larry Charles have 
made. Having persisted 
throughout the histoiy of 
mankind, religion has pro¬ 
duced more than its share 
of apparent absurdities, 
and since Charles and Ma¬ 
her seem mostly interested 
in shooting fish in a barrel. 


their subject has provided 
them with a virtual Sea- 
world of targets. 

Almost without fail, Ma¬ 
her goes for the easy shots, 
picking from the usual 
galleiy of greedy American 
evangelicals through the 
risible tenets of Mormons 


and Scientologists before 
proceeding from the fun¬ 
damentalist edge of Ju¬ 
daism to the murderous 
manifestations of Islam. 
(For some reason, Bud¬ 
dhists, Hindus and Zoroas- 
trians get off scot free.) 

To do this, Maher has to 


work from the presump¬ 
tion that every religion is 
basically identical, and 
that its most gullible, 
disingenuous or intolerant 
practitioners speak for the 
rest. In Amsterdam, Maher 
does a shambling inter¬ 
view with the self-appoint¬ 


ed head of a Church of 
Cannabis, who may be the 
sole priest and parishioner 
of his faith, and who most¬ 
ly serves to play an unwit¬ 
ting Chong to Maher’s 
Cheech. 

He spares his abundant 
sarcasm with two Catholic 
priests he meets in Rome, 
however — the director of 
the Vatican Observatory 
provides a useful refutation 
of creationism, while an 
elderly padre he meets in 
St. Peter’s Square amuses 
Maher with a curmudgeon¬ 
ly dismissal of biblical liter¬ 
alism. 

Maher relies almost ex¬ 
clusively on “gotcha” mo¬ 
ments and relentlessly 
massaged editing of his in¬ 
terviews to make his point, 
cut with old movies and 
cornball biblical epics to 
provide the rimshots for 
his punch lines. 

Since his targets of op¬ 
portunity are so broadly 
chosen, almost anyone will 
find something to laugh at 
in Religulous, but ulti¬ 
mately Maher is preaching 
to the choir with an undis¬ 
guised dishonesty that on¬ 
ly the true believers will 
forgive. 


SAG seeks strike 
authority 

INDUSTRY Film and 
television actors ratcheted 
up pressure on Hollywood’s 
major studios Wednesday 
when negotiators, stalled in 
labour talks with producers, 
sought backing to put a 
strike authorization vote to 
guild members. 

Contract negotiators for 
the Screen Actors Guild, 
which is the largest U.S.

That may surprise some, 
but anyone who’s seen 
McKellar’s 1998 apocal}^- 
tic comic-drama Last Night 
will surely recognize simi¬ 
larities. 

The stoiy of a city be¬ 
sieged by a strange disease 
that causes everyone to 
suffer a “white blindness,” 
this film is part-allegoiy, 
part-dystopian drama. 

Simply put, as everyone 
except Julianne Moore los¬ 
es their sight and are put 
in quarantine, society 
crumbles into chaos, vio-

lence and disarray. At 
times, it makes for a har¬ 
rowing suspense drama, 
and director Fernando 
Mereilles adds a notable vi¬ 
sual flair that will either 
evoke an impressive sense 
of dread or simply nause¬ 
ate you depending on your 
penchant for jump cuts, 
white blurs and unconven¬ 
tional angles. 

Excellent performances 
from Moore, Mark Rufifalo 
and a great cast certainly 
provide lift to Blindness 
but Mereilles — and 
McKellar’s bleak, sophisti¬ 
cated stoiy — seem so fo¬ 
cused on broad s 5 mibolic 
themes of humanity in 
times of crisis. Blindness 
may actually impair some 
moviegoers from discern¬ 
ing the point in the end.

Elegy has a quiet dignity 
and emotional resonance 
that most blockbusters 
are incapable of 
achieving.

Ben Kingsley stars as Dav¬ 
id Kepish an aging profes¬ 
sor, cultural critic, and seri¬ 
al dater who opens the film 
pontificating about the joys 
of hedonism to Charlie 
Rose. Kepish has been living 
a blissful life of sexual indis¬ 
cretion and emotional de¬ 
tachment since leaving his 
wife decades ago, until he 
unexpectedly falls for a 
young grad student played 
by Penelope Cruz. 

Once their relationship 
takes off the movie be¬ 


comes a complex study of 
jealousy and aging as 
Kepish must finally find 
emotional maturity in his 
mid-60s. 

Based on The Djdng Ani¬ 
mal by Philip Roth, Elegy is 
a pointed examination of 
the male psyche. 

Told through the femi¬ 
nine directorial eye of Is¬ 
abel Coixet, the film is a 
quiet study of male vulner¬ 
ability, rather than the 


misog 5 mist tale that many 
critics labelled the book. 

Her efforts are certainly 
helped by two outstanding 
lead performances by the 
dependably brilliant Ben 
Kingsley and the depend¬ 
ably beautiful Penelope 
Cruz (in what is arguably 
her best English language 
performance along with 
Vicky Cristina Barcelona). 

Of course, that’s not to 
say that the movie is with¬ 


out its faults. 

The cold and detached 
tone is frequently off put¬ 
ting and Dennis Hopper is 
completely unbelievable as 
a prize-winning poet. 

But however distracting, 
these flaws are not enough 
to ruin the movie. Elegy is 
a mature and contempla¬ 
tive work that should 
please anyone who doesn’t 
mind thinking in the 
movie theatre.

Flash of Genius isn’t an 
easy movie to sell to au¬ 
diences: It’s opening on 
a weekend opposite no 
less than a dozen other 
films. 

It doesn’t feature a ma¬ 
jor star (unless Greg Kinn¬ 
ear makes you giddy), and 
it’s about the guy who 
created the intermittent 
windshield wiper — not 
exactly the sort of inven¬ 
tion that leaves most 
mouths gaping in awe. 


Set in the heyday of the 
automobile, Kinnear 
plays Robert Kearns, an 
eccentric college profes¬ 
sor who — after literally 
getting corked in the eye 
— invents a new wiper. 

When the Ford Motor 
Co. shows just enough in¬ 
terest to get his prototype 
and steal the idea, Kearns 
must take on the auto gi¬ 
ant to regain his dignity 
even though it costs him 
his family and, by all indi¬ 
cation, his sanity. 

As the film briefly 
shows, Kearns did crack 
during his quest, only to 
be found travelling by bus 
to Washington convinced 
then-President Nixon 
commissioned him to de¬ 
sign a car. 

Making his directorial 
debut, veteran producer 


Marc Abraham focuses 
not on such dark detail 
but on the inspirational 
side of Kearns’ story, es¬ 
sentially turning a tale 
about an eccentric every- 
man and his laborious 
court case into a bitter¬ 
sweet Capra-esque family 
film. 

An exceptional per¬ 
formance by Kinnear an¬ 
chors the drama, but ulti¬ 
mately the film suffers 
from a bland positivity. 
Even one of the film’s 
producers recently admit¬ 
ted to the New York 
Times, “the real Bob 
Kearns was 10 times as 
paranoid.” 

It might’ve paid off to 
see a bit less genius and 
more of whatever put 
Kearns on that bus going 
to Washington.

Sexsmith’s Exit Strategy 

Singer-songwriter adds Cuban flavour on latest effort

A lot of people are afraid 
to fly, but that phobia is 
especially problematic if 
you also happen to be a 
popular musician. ‘1’m not 
too big on flying/’ says 
veteran singer-songwriter 
Ron Sexsmith. "Actually, 
every time I have to get on 
a plane I get terrified.” 

So when the guitarist 
was offered a free trip to 
Cuba to record with some 
of the countiy’s best horn 
players, he almost said no. 
“That was the only thing 
that got in the way,” he 
says over the phone from 
his Toronto home. 

Luckily, Sexsmith made 
the five-day trek, which 
was paid for by Martin 
Terefe, the producer of the 
artist’s new record Exit 
Strategy For The Soul, and 
recorded the song Brighter 
Still with Alexander Abreu 
and other well-known 
Cuban musicians. “They 
have the best horn players 
down there,” says Sex¬ 
smith, “so I thought it 
would be a good experi¬ 
ence for me.” 

Although Sexsmith says 
he spent most of his time 
in Cuba drinking and walk¬ 
ing to the studio, he still 
managed to create an up¬ 


beat, yet soothing track 
that has, expectedly, some 
of the best musicianship 
that’s ever graced one of 
his records. 

And that’s saying a lot.

That, 
however, isn’t because of a 
lack of dough — Feist is 
just too busy these days.

Shrimp, Melon and 
Mango Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) cooked peeled 
large shrimp 
1 mango 

1 honeydew melon, peeled 
and cubed 

8 cherry tomatoes, halved 
3 cups (750 mL) arugula leaves 

1 medium cucumber, sliced 
Salt and pepper 

DRESSING: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
Juice of 1 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) honey 

2 tbsp (25 mL) chopped 
fresh mint 

Fresh mint leaves as garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Whisk together all the dress¬ 
ing ingredients in a large bowl 
Season lightly with salt and 
pepper. Add the shrimp to the 
dressing, cover and leave to 
marinate in the refrigerator 
for 30 minutes to 1 hour. 

2. Halve the mango 


lengthwise, cutting down each 
side of the pit. Cut the flesh on 
each half in a criss-cross fash¬ 
ion to make cubes, then cut 
the cubes away from the skin. 

3. Remove the shrimp from the 
fridge. Add the mango, melon 
and tomatoes and gently stir 
together. Arrange the arugula 
leaves and cucumber slices 
around the edge of a shallow 
serving dish, and spoon the 
shrimp mixture into the cen¬ 
tre. Garnish with sprigs of 
mint and serve.
